Every time a mnu gets drunk his moral «ou- 
sibilitics lire blunted nud the probability of 
his committing crime ia incroiiscd. If n uiuu 
who commits crime when drunk is lo 
bo pardoned because he did uot fully under- 
stand his own act imd ils consequences, 
Hum every mau whoso uJuscieuco nud sclC- 
rospect have been drowned iu whiskey must 
bo treated with proportional lenity whou ho 
committed a crime, though ho bo nominally 
sober nt Hie limu. To grunt pardons ou Iho 
grouud of drunkenness is to put a premium 
ou the source of nearly til our woes. A man 
is held respousible for llio nets ot his boast 
if ho turns it 
loose upon tho 
public.

SAN FKASCISCO, Aug. 27—Midnight.

It is feared that tho Kimball Uauufaclur- 


ing Company will hardly eurvivo the shock. 
The rolling mills are in a better condition. 
The Cornell wntch factory will prohably he 
seriously crippled. 


Tho effect of the failure on mining stocks 


cannot bo estimated at present, because 
there is no market. All business in that lino 
is suspended. 


Out of tho njauy theories advanced as to 


tho causes of failure, viz.: sending money 
out of the city to buy wheat; tho locking 
up of coin by other parties; speculations in 
mining stocks, etc., n statement of tho 
causes by Mr. Ealslon will bo of interest. 
In all the public interviews yesterday aud 
today, Mr. lialstou said explicitly that the 
suspension was not owing to any hostile act 
by adverse persons, aud that tho best of 
feeling prevailed between himself and the 
persons who have been credited with tho 
lock-up of coin. At an iuterview on Thurs- 
day evening at Mr. Italston's residence, he 
repeated that assertion in tho presence of 
others. As tho reporter loft tho room 
Mr. Halstou followed him into tho hull 
and said: "Tho statements I have made as 
to tho causes of tho failure aro my state- 
ments to the world. As n matter of person- 
ul ond private information I toll you that 
this failure ia the result of a persistent effort 
for months to break this bank." Under tho 
present circumstances tho reporter believes 
it proper to moke this public. 


The streets were full of people this even- 


ing, but tho crowd was disposed to bo quiet 
and orderly, although some feeling of un- 
easiness was evident. 
Extra precautions 


were taken by the police department to pre- 
serve order, and tho evening passed off un- 
disturbed. 
Condition ot tlio IIuuU o£ California. 


No official statement has yet been made 


of the condition of the Bank of California. 
Tho directors applied to Flood* O'Brien on 
tho day of tho failure for relief, and offered 
to present to that firm the entire paid-up 
capital stock of tho bank, namely $5 000 - 
000; 
also §1,500,000 in the bank, and, in 


. addition, $1,000,000, to bo assessed on the 


stockholders—in all $7,500,000, provided 
that Flood & O'Brien would, for this con. 
sideration, assume the liabilities of the 
bank. Tho proposition being declined, the 
bank had to suspend. 
™ 


Thoro is no doubt that tho liabilities of 


tho bank are 811,000,000,. and tho available 
assets not far from §7,000,000,' which will 
shrink considerably before they can bo 
cashed. 


The true condition of the bank had been 


concealed from tho directors up to Thurs- 
day. A full meeting of tho directors of the 
Bank of California was held at 1 o'clock P. 
M., yesterday. 
When Mr. Kalston entered 


the room Mr. Mills promptly ashed him to 
resign aa president of tho bank. 
Mr. Ital- 


ston complied with tho request at once. 
Mr. Mills then asked him to leave tho 
room andho didso. Tho directors were 
still in session when tho news was brought 
that Mr. Ealston had drowned himself.
